Mr. Harry Brittain, the well known 
English millionaire journalist and 
railway promoter, who is a guest at 
the King Tdward, was asked this 
morning if the party of British peers 
and financiers now touring Canada, 
and of which he is a member, were 
interested in any railway projects in 
this country, particularly the Hudson 
Bay Railway. 

“There is absolutely nothing detin- 
ite at present,” replied Mr. Brittain. 

Accompanying Mr. Brittain is Mr. 
Norton-Griffiths, member of the Im- 
perial House of Commons, and Mrs, 
Griffiths. The rest of the party are 
now seattered throughout the coun- 
try, while Lord Brassey is now on the 
high seas on his return to the old 
country. Lora Dunmore did not 
come to Edmonton. 

Mr. Brittain, however, stated that 
the party were interested in) land and 
lumber. 

“We have land in many parts of the 
west,” he said, “and it aggregates 
30,000 acres. It is our intention to 
develop it by bringing out British 
settlers.” : 

Mr. Brittain said that every one of 
the party had been beseiged by real 
estate men ever since their arrival in 
Canada, POTS them as “lo- 
custs.’ 

“We were eeneernily annoyed while 
in Vancouver and Victoria,” said Mr. 
Brittain, “On the journey to Vic- 
toria we were followed by a veritable 
army of them, and when any of us 
chanced to our noses outside 
of our cabins, two or three of them 
would be sure to tackle us and 
plain some outlandish scheme.” 

Both Br. Braittain and Mr. Norton- 
Grifiths were in Fort George and 
when asked their opinion of that 
place, said that they were not given 
an opportunity to see it. 

“Phe townspeople had us_ speak- 
ing at banquets and dinners,” — said 
Mr. Brittain, “and we did not. see 
enough of it to form an — opinion, 
Which is to be the town, anyway?”

The report states that a great num- 
her of dairies were found to ‘be in a 
sutisfactory while a few were 
fomnd defective in a few minor de- 
tails, and the owners have been ask- 
ed to make changes. 

“The cooling of the milk has been 
performed by a very large percentage 
of the farmers ina very unsatisfactory 
manner,” says the report. “Milk which 
was only partly cooled was vended 
by a considerable number of dairy- 
men in the city in the early part of 
the month at temperatures injurious 
to the keeping qualities of ‘the milk 
At the same time one or two used ice 
in their crates and delivered their milk 
in fine condition, I would strongly 


state, 


Jrecommend that a tbylaw be passed 


setting down compulsory tempera- 
tures to which milk must be cooled 
to, kept at, and delivered at. 

“In the early part of the month 25 
samples were bacteriologically tested 
by being kept in a warm ‘bath for a 
good many hours, the result disclos- 
ing a few samples which were in a 
very unsatisfactory condition, The 
parties who supplied the milk of poor 
quality on being notified very mater- 
ially improved, About 
the month another of samples 
were taken and treated in a very sim- 
ilar fashion to the first, and here I 
can report with scarcely an exception 
a very considerable improvement was 
found, and Tecan say that milk of a 
much improved quality bacteriologi- | 
cally has been supplied to the city 
during ‘the latter part of the month.”

and John Cormack. Afterwards His 
Grace avas driven about the city.

HINDUS AND OFFICIALDOM 


Dealing with the familiar charge 
that “education to the Hindu simply 
means getting qualified to fill a gov- 
ernment job,” the New York Post 


indulges in some sarcasm. The accu- | 


sation against the Hindu must con- 
demn him “in the eyes of a nation 
like ourselves, for instance, whose dis- 
taste for public office, for government 
‘snaps,’ and for government contracts 
is notorious. One would imagine that, 
by contrast with the office-hunting 
Hindu, the ‘Englishman who comes 
out to rule over him is led to India 
by the sense of a lofty human mis- 
sion.” 

(Commenting on this the ‘Toronto 
Star remarks; 

Now this is precisely what is claim- 
ed for the British official in Hindu; 
that he is inspired by a lofty human 
misison, and that he lives up to his 
ideal, and performs his duties with 
unswerving fidelity. This is probably 
true, Yet there must be with him, as 
with other human beings, another side 
to the question. He wants the career; 
he frankly seeks ithe office and pre- 
pares himself for it; he undergoes a 
process of education for the same rea- 
son that the Hindu educates ‘himself, 
“to get a job under the Indian Govern- 
ment.” It is decidedly illogical to say 
that the aim is worthy in one case 
and unwonthy in the other. ‘And it 
seems both ungenerous and unstates- 
manlike to jeer at the Hindu’s desire 
to serve his people and the Empire. 

It must tbe remembered too, in con- 
sidering the Hindu’s attitude that 
British civilization is exemplified to 
him mainly by its officials. He natur- 
ally copies the man whom he sces. 
He sees hardly anything of the Brit- 
ish mechanic or farmer; he knows in 
India nothing of such a social struc- 
ture as exists in England or in Can- 
ada, where the official plays a com- 
partively small part. It is perfectly 
natural, therefore, that his ambition 
should lic in the direction of official- 
dom or one of the learned profes:

“Moreover, they would have 
to be carefully worded. The very 
suggestion that was made by the 
chairman has benm made to the rail- 
roads, viz. that they should have an 
electric or gasoline track motor equip- 
ped with a hose and carrying a sup- 
ply of water with which they could 
follow up at regular intervals trains 
going through valuable timber, or 
have a telephone line along the tele- 
graph line, so that a warden could 
telephone to a fire station and have 
this truck go to the scene of the fire. 
Of course, the demurred at the ex- 
pense; but we must consider that, 
while nothing unfair should be done, 
they—the railroads—must be made to 
feel their responsibility. 

The clearing of the rirht of way 
bris is left in many places; it dries 
in the hot summer and simply forms 
tinder for a large percentage of fires 
that come from the railways. Two 
of the most practical suggestions that 
have been put forward are, that the 
rights of way should be clared and 
that the railways should be held dir- 
ectly responsible for fires caused by 
them, thus not placing on the average 
man the whole onus of fighting a 
great railway corporation. It-is near- 
ly impossible to do this. We did 
carry one case against the Great 
Northern to the Privy Council and 
got a verdict of $22,000 and all costs. 
It was a long hard fight; but they 
had taken the number of the engine, 
knew where the fire occurred, how 
it occurred, and where it went to. 

The Chairman, Mr. Clifford Sifton. 
—The destruction of forests by fire 
is a large question affecting every 
province, not only as regards its in- 
terests, but as revards the interests 
of the whole country. We ‘ought 
to have a distinct, clear and definite 
resoultion' om the subject whic 
would authorize the Chairman of the 
committees, along with myself to 
make the strongest representations 
on the subject to the Government. 
I have had to do with railway com- 
panies for twenty-five years, and there 
is one thing you can be pretty sure 
of: just as soon as the law makes 
them responsible they will not pay 
any attention to it. I have never 
been able to work out the principle 
on which we permit railways to go 
through the country spreading des- 
truction. We do not allow an- one 
else to do that and why we should 
permit the railways to do so I can- 
not understand. For my part, I 
would be prepared to supoprt the 
strongest possible resolution urging 
the government to make the laws 
such that the railways will be pri- 
arilly responsible. As to the Inter- 
colonial Railway, my opinion is that 
it should be in the same position as 
any private corporation. 

Mr. Davidson—As far as conserva- 
tion is concerned it is burlesques to 
put in our time talking about it while 
the railways are allowed to burn the 
counrty frm Nova Scotia to British 
Columbia. If the destruction caus- 
ed by them is not stopped, is is non- 
sense to attempt to conserve what 
we have.

Edgren says in part: “The faked 
stories about Jeffries published after 
the fight are somewhat amusing to 
those who know the inside facts. Jim 
Corbett, for instance, tells how Jeffries 
sat up at a window all night before 
the scrap, shivering in his nightie and 
worrying himself sick about his com- 
ing defeat. 

“Teff didn’t sit up in his wondow. He 
slept thirteen hours, and in the morn- 
ing they had to wake him. 

“There was a reason for that—and 
perhaps Corbett knows what it was. 
But he didn’t tell it in his monologue. 

“Corbett got off some other senti- 
mental slush about Farmer Burns, and 
how the Farmer, realizing that Jef- 
fries had ‘broken down,’ stood sobbing 
at Jeffries’ side in his dressing room 
before the fight. 

“Slush—slush—slush! 

“Farmer Burns was the man in Jet- 
ries’ camp. When Corbett was lying 
in bed in the morning or sitting 
around playing pinochle or playing 
handball, Farmer Burns was up be- 
fore daylight and out on the road with 
Jeffries. I never saw Corbett on the 
road with Jeffries himself. That was 
real work. Burns was with Jeffries, 
faithfully, morning, noon and night. 
Ile ran every mile that Jeffries ran, 
and even at night he was often prowl- 
ing around Jeff's quarters like a faith- 
ful watchdog, to see that nothing dis- 
turbed the champion’s sleep. 

“Burns is a stern, square-jawed, in- 
telligent man—a real man. He _ is 
known as the trickiest and most skil- 
ful wrestler ever seen in this country. 
Imagine Burns sobbing until restored 
to his wits by a warning glance from 
Jim Corbett. 


“During the fight Farmer Burns was 
close to Jeffries every minute of the 
time. Not so with Corbett. When 
the fight had gone far enough to shaw 
that something was wrong with Jef- 
fries and that he was being slowly 
beaten down, Jim Corbett, supposed to 
be his chief adviser, deliberately walk- 
ed away from his corner and deserted 
him. He walked half way along the 
side of the ring and stood there lean- 
ing on the ropes. 

“The only thing Corbett did during 
the fight was to talk to Johnson, and 
Johnson had very much the better of 
the ‘kidding’ at that.
